Wasutnaton, D. C., July 3.—President 
Garfield still lives. That such is the fact is 
largely due to his vigorous constitution, his 
temperate habits, his robust health, and his 
indomitable pluck. As Secretary Windom 
remarked thig morning: It the President 
had not been one; of the greatest men in the 
world he would not now bealive. He does 
not treat his condition lightly, nor assume 
anairof bravado, but, contemplating the 
probabilities of his situation with the calm 
heroism of a Christian, he is firm and deter- 
mined, yet cheerful. This seems to de- 
scribe the President’s mental condition per- 
fectly. He has a soul that knows no 
fear, and, while he undoubtedly. fully realizes 
the imminent danger of his situation, he has 
not permitted it for an instant to unnerve 
him, or to cloud his faculties. His pain, 
which has been at times intense, been 
borne with patient cheerfulness. No mur- 
mur has escaped him. He has been as ten- 


der and considerate of the feelings of those 


around him as he used to be in the hours of 
his greatest vigor and joyousness. 

TO HIS PERSISTENT CHEERFULNESS 
and firmness the physicians largely contrib- 
ute the favorable change which they noted 
in his condition at a late hour last eventing, 
and which, from a feeling of the utmost 
despondency, if not a feeling of complete 
despair, restored them within the space of a 
few hours to a degree of hope if not a feel- 
ing of confidence in his recovery. There is 
another eleraent to which the physicians and 
the other. attendants of the President con- 
tribute in a great degree the favorable 
change in his condition, and that is the 9 
sustained heroism of 

MRS, GARFIELD, 
who, although just recovering from a long, 
severe illness, has spent most of the hours 
since her arrival last evening at the bedside 
of her husband. Her praises aré on every 


lip, and on every side one hears expressions 
of wonder at her fextitude. From 10.o’clock | 
lastnight until 3 this morning, and, indeed, 


until a later hour, the President slept most 
of the time, the greatest care being taken to 
preserve strict quiet. In the course of the 
night he took some nourishment in the form 
of beef extract, milk, and lime-water, and, 
while his stomach did not always retain the 
food, he derived considerable strength from 
the nourishment administered, ° 

TOWARD MORNING

President, there is one thought that comes

None the less with sad hearts they ask, 
What is the compensation? Why was this 
noble life allowed to be extinguished by the 
infamous assasin? What was the mysteri- 
ous purpose of Divine Providence in per- 
mitting this awful calamity? Such are the 


questions that crowd upon the thinking per- 


son in these gloomy hours. 

What may be the purpose of God it is not 
for finite beings to question. It is enough 
that He required this great sacrifice, and that 
His will is irresistible. It is enough that we 
must bow to His mysterious purpose, and ac- 
cept whatever He may impose upon us with- 
out being able to discover or to understand, 
in our little spheres and with our dim sight, 
its meaning, or to criticise the workings of 
those great laws which are for all time, and 
embrace the universe within their scope. 
Though we may not hope to fathom the pur- 
pose of Jehovah in this mysterious visita- 
tion, it is clearly within human possibility 
to recognize some of its compensations, 
and among them stands out conspicu- 
ously the personal character of the Presi- 
dent and his devoted helpmate, and 
the influence for good which such lofty 
lights of manhood and womanhood must 
have upon the American people. Gen. Gar- 
field has served. the country patriotically 
upon the battlefield and in her legislative 
halis, but he has left no richer legacy to it 
than his elevated manhood, his spotiess 
character, his devotion to his home, 
which was to him the most sacred spot on 
earth, his reverence for the homely, old- 
fashioned virtues, his filial tenderness for his 
mother, his chivairous devotion to his wife, 
who to him was the one woman above all 
women, his companionship with his chil- 
dren, his genial and open-hearted comrade- 
ship with men. In these latter days these 
qualities are fast going out of fashion. It 
has come to be deemed out of style to honor 
an old-fashioned mother with the place 
of honor and reverence. It has come 
to be out of style for men to hold their 
wives as above other women and show them 
chivalrous attention. It hascome to be out 
of style to make the home the dearest, hap- 
plest, and sweetest place on earth, and to 
carry its homely influences into every station. 
It was time, therefore, that the old-fashioned 
virtues should be asserted, and what better 
medium for their exhibition or for their 
example than in the person of the Chief Mag- 
istrate of the American people? The home is 
the safeguard of American liberty, and when 
Gen. Garfield took to Washington all the in- 
fluences of his Mentor home, and placed them, 
like a light upon a hill, where they could be 
seen of every one, liberty needed no other 
assurance that she was safe in his hands. 

Mrs. Garfield soon goes back witheut her 
companion to her quiet country home, which 
she was so reluctant to leave, a sorrowing 
woman, sanctified by grief, to bear her bur- 
den alone, though the sympathies of thou- 
sands of loving hearts will go with her to 
that quiet retreat from the world. Grateful 
as al) this sympathy must be, it can make no 
compensation for the severance of so close a 
companionship. Time may temper the loss 
and God’s blessing may enrich her life, but 
the home which they made together, which 
they loved so dearly, which was so beautiful 
and attractive in its simplicity by reason of 
the love which blessed it, can never again be 
the home it used to be, for the master has 
gone, and to her who held bim dear as above 
all other men there remain only associa- 
tions and memories. Called from this home 
to take the position of the first lady of the 
land, this quiet, plain, and unpretentious 
little woman filled it with all the grace and 
dignity of a Queen, and was not ashamed to 
bring to it all the old-fashioned virtues of 
the Mentor home. Home was still the dear- 
est spot to her; nor were its simplicity, its 
love, or any of its precious influences 
clouded by her brilliant surroundings. 
There was no ambition so potent with her as 
loyalty to her husband. There was no duty 
80 pressing as devotion to her children. 
There was no purpose so near to her as the 
determination to show American women that 
home was the dearest spot. She stood by 
her husband's side, his peer in loftiness of 
character, in scholarship, in personal dig- 
nity, in mental and moral worth, in 
all those old-fashioned virtues now. so 
much out of style. From the day 
she entered the White House she was 
devoted to sorrow.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 

Gen. Chester A. Arthur, upon the death of 
President Garfield, became President of the 
United States, by virtue of the Constitution, 
and a few hours later.took the oath of office. 

The circumstances under which Gen. Ar- 
thar succeeds to the office of President are 
extremely painful and distressing. No per- 
son has shown a deeper sensibility than the 
Vice-President. His position has been ex- 
tremely embarrassing. As prospective suc- 
cessor to the wounded and stricken Presi- 
dent, he was exposed to the jealous 
scrutiny of his countrymen, not one 
of whom had ever, even when vol 
ing for him as Vice-President, seriously 


™ considered his possible elevation to the Presi- 


dency. In addition to this, the general im- 
pression of the country was that Gen. Arthur 


a wes committed, through others, to an oppo- 


sition, or at least an unfriendliness, to the 
Administration of Gen. Garfield. These cir- 
cumstances contributed to make Mr, Arthur’s 
position during the long illness of the Presi- 
dent painfully embarrassing. It is never- 
theless universally conceded that Gen, Ar- 
thur’s bearing during these trying circum- 
stances has been of the most manly and dig- 
nified character. He has shown himself to 
be a gentleman of the finest sensibility, and 
lias maintained a natural dignity that conld 
not be feigned or assumed for the occasion. 
The intervening weeks since Gen. Garfield 


was shot down have served to soften, if not) 


to remoye, whatever unpleasant anticipations 
that have been entertained by the country 
concerning: the Vice-President; and we are 
certain that the people today feel a greater 
respect for and have higher hopes of the in- 
coming President than they would have had 
had Gen. Garfield’s death followed the 
assasin’s shot immediately.

He has during the twelve 
weeks in which President Garfield lingered 
in his agony witnessed how the popular 
heart has beaten in sympathy for the brave 
soldier, and how it has prayed that the wise 
and noble statesman might de spared to his 
country to carry out the cherished and pa- 
triotic policy of his Administration. No 
man, and especially one of Gen. Arthur’s 
sympathizing and chivalrous disposition, 
could fail to see how the people of the 


= United States and their President were unit-& 


ed in political as well as personal judgment. 
The country is prepared to welcome and greet 
the new President for his personal worth 
and his personal ability; they are willing to 
grant him their confidence and their support, 
and in doing this they do not expect or be- 
lieve that he will hastily, or at any time, do 
violence to the policy of his illustrious pre- 
decessor, or do any actin his high office to 
disturb or destroy that peace and tranquillity 
which prevail throughout the land by the re- 
vival of party strife, or the even more calam- 
itous renewal of those domestio troubles in 
the matterof rewarding friends and punish- 
ing enemies.

In 1858 a man was wounded in New York 


and was removed to New Jersey, where he& 


died, ahd the persen who inflicted the wound 
was indicted and ‘tried in New Jersey, but 


the Supreme Court of that State held that 


New Jersey had no jurisdiction over the 
crime, the accused not having done any act 
in New Jersey. A tew years ago a person 
was grossly injured in Philadelphia, and was 
carried over to Camden, N. J., where he 
died. The person inflicting the wounds was 
taken to New Jersey, where he was tried, 
convicted, and hanged, the Supreme Court 
holding that New Jersey had jurisdiction at 
common law. Sinee then, in 1877, the Legis- 
lature enacted a statute applying to this very 
condition of circumstances. The section of 


this statute reads as follows:

Tue Citizens’ Relief Committee of Detroit 
have issued an appeal to the people of the 
United States in behalf of the sufferers by 
the forest tires.

The venerhle Peter Cooper, who says that 
human bones make the finest kind of

The fact that in the cargo at 
Bristol there were whole limbs, and that 
hair still clung to parts of skulls, will not 
tend to lessen the horror of the discovery or 
the brutal nature of the people engaged in 
the horrible traffic.

| scoundrel Guiteau. 


THE nost- mortem examination of the body 
of President Garfield was made yesterday 
afternoon, in the presence and with the as- 
sistance of Drs. Hamilton, Agnew, Bliss, 
Reyburn, Woodard, Barnes, and Andrew H. 
Smith of Elberon, by Dr. D. S. Lamb, of 
the Army Medical Museum at Washing- 
ton. It was found that the ball, after 
fracturing the right eleventh rib, passed 
through the spinal columnin front of the 
spina] canal, fracturing the body of the first 
lumbar vertebra and driving a number of 
small tragments of boneinto the soft parts 
adjacent. The ball lodged just below 
the pancreas about two inches and a 
half to the left of the spine 
and behind the peritoneum, where it 
had become completely encysted. Tie im- 
mediate cause H death was secondary hem- 
morhage from oe of the mesenteric arteries 
along the track of the bail. The bleod from 
the artery ruptured the peritoneum, and 
nearly. a pint escaped inte the ab 
dominal cavity. The hemorrhage is be- 
lieved to have been the cause of 
the pain in the lower part of the chest which 
the patient complained of just before death. 
An abscess“ cavity was discovered in the 
vicinity of the gall bladder, between the 
liver and the transverse colon. This did not 
involve the substance of the liver, and no 
communication was found between it 
and the wound. The suppuration channel 
extended from the external wound between 
the loin muscles and the right groin. This 


channel was formed by the burrowing of the 


pus from the wound, and was not the track 
of the ball, as supposed. Evidence of severe 
bronchitis were found, and the lower 
portions of the right lung were 
affected with broncho-pneumonia. The 
lungs contained no abscess, and there were 
no blood clots in the heart, as Dr. Bliss had 
supposed there were at the time of death and 
immediatety before. The liver was enlarged 
and fatty. but there was no abscess. A small 
abscess about one-third of an inch in diam- 
eter waS tound in the left kidney. The 
physicians feel that the different suppurat- 
ing surfaces, and especially the fractured 
spongy tissue of the vertebra, account for 
the septic condition which existed. One 
cannot but think, after reading the doctors’ 
report, that it was marvelous that President 
Garfield lived so long after having been shot. 

Tue Land-League Convention met at Dub- 
lin Thursday. About 1,000 delegates were 
present, including several priests and twenty- 
one members of Parliament, among whom 
were Biggar, Sexton, Healy, J. D. Sullivan, 
and T. P. O'Connor. Parnell took the chair, 
“amidst the greatest enthusiasm,” ahd in 
his opening speech referred to the attempt 
to thin out the Land-League ranks by coer- 


cion, but said thatfor every man imprisoned 


since the passing of the Coercion act ten had 
joined the League. He held that the resolu- 
tion referring to self-government was the 
most important of those recommended for

WAS GUITEAU INSANE! 

If cheating and “ beating” everybody with 
whom he has had any business relations, 
from boarding-house keepers to book pub- 
lishers, is evidence of insanity, Guiteau is 
mad asa March hare. But the evidence of 
the would-be assasin’s lunacy is confined to 
this class of practices, The fact of Guiteau’s 
flitting from place to place and from occupa- 
tion to occupation is not only not evidence of 
insanity ina legal point ot view, but it is 
evidence of a steady purpose to beat his 
way through the world. “When a person 
deliberately. determines to live without 
work, to. rob other persons of the fruits of 
their labor, frequent changes of the base of 
operations and of occupations become a 
prime necessity. When one boarding-house 
keeper has been cheated to the last lmit, of 
endurance another boardmg-house keeper is 
laid siege to; when in a certain occupation 
the dead-beat has become thoroughly known 
auother occupation is promptly adopted 
which brings the tramp into relations with a 
new class of vietims. 

Guiteau has flourished conspicuously in 
Chicago, in Milwaukee, in Boston, and in 
New York. He has professed law, and lit- 
erature, and religion, and politics. But in 
every profession and in every place he has 
shown the cunning, the audacity, and the 
unscrupulousness of an impudent, lazy, 
worthless villain and low dead-beat. People 
who have been brought in contact with him, 
and who have been hoodwinked, deceived, 
cheated, and robbed by him, now good-na- 
Aurediy call him “ crazy,” “ half-crazy,” 
“fanatical.” But it has never occurred to 
any one of these hundreds—nay, thousanuds— 
of sufferers by his peculations and imposi- 
taons, to have the alleged “half-crazy” scamp 
locked up in an insane asylum. 

He has been in several jails but never in a 
mad-house. If Guiteau is mad there is much 
method in his madness. His “ method” has 
been to cheat poor women out of board bills, 
to embezzie the money he collected for 
clients, to impose upon Christian men and 
women by pretended piety aud devotion to the 
theories and practice of religion. When these 
fraudulent pretences became exposed and no 
longer served to keep him from rags and 
want, it has been Guiteau’s custom to quarter 
himself upon his relatives, to cover his back 
and fill his belly at their expense, and in re- 
turn for the bounty Insult them! 

„He has tried to levy blackmail, threatened 
to shoot, intrigued desperately for place,“ 
bored people nearly to death, lied like 
the father of lies, but always with a definit 
purpose—the purpose of extorting, without 
any equivalent whatever, a support from a 
reluctant and protesting community. He has 
repeatedly professed to be desperately in 
love, and so pestered wealthy women with 
offers of marriage that it became necessary 
to kick him out of their presence. He is 
called a “fanatic” and a monomaniac” on 
the subject of religion, but there is no more 
evidence of his true discipleship than there 
is that Judas was an honest man. There is 
no more evidence that Guiteau ever had any 


honest views or convictions on the subject of 


religion than there is that he had a genuine 
ambition to pursue, honestly, the profession 
of the law; and no man can become a fanatic 


or a monomaniac on any subject without first 


cherishing an honest conviction in relation to 
that subject. 

Fanatics often exhibit noble traits of char- 
acter. Indeed unselfishness is a distinguish- 
ing feature of fanaticism. But what act of 
unselfish devotion can be pointed out in 
Guiteau’s career? Not one! The motive of 
every act has been boldly apparent, and it 
has always been personal gain, and a living 
without labor, and generally at the immedi- 
ate expense of others. Every moment of his 
life Guiteau has been scheming to cheat 
somebody, and every moment he has suc- 
ceeded, for it does not appear that he ever 
honestly earned a penny in the whole course 
of his life.. During nearly the whole of his 
career he has been impecunious, because he 
succeeded only in cheating people out of 
small sums, whereas he desired to secure 
large sums. He has demanded the publica- 
tion of his literary ventures, threatened 
editors with vengeance as the alternative of 
their refusal, and sued them for libel when 
they laughed at him. His adulteries and Il - 
treatment of his wife compelled her to resort 
to the courts to be rid of him. 


There is not a redeenting feature in the 


villain’s career. There is not an episode in it 
which tends to elevate the wretch above the | 


grade of an educated tramp. The last act is 
the act of a baffled scamp, an act of rage and 
of revenge upon the last man off whose 
bounty he ineffectually sought to subsist. 
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and history.

THE DAY OF GRIEF. . 

It is to be hoped, for the sake of . 
decency, not to mention courtesy and respect, 
that this anniversary will not be celebrated 
in the usual manner. The Fourth of July 
is the anniversary. of American independ- 
enee, but the most cofispicuous representa- 
tive of our liberty lies at death's door. A 
great sorrow has clouded the country, and it 
will be becoming that that sorrow shall be 
respected, and thatno unséemly or royster- 
ing acts shall mark the day. At atime when 
one of tbe best and greatest men this country 
has produced lies, it isto be feared, in the 
very pangs of dissolution’ every person 
should feel it to be a solemn duty to withhold 
from any participation in the usual noisy, 
absurd, and ridiculous practices of the day. 
It will jar upon the solemn character of 
the oceasion like an unseemly invasion 
of the house of the dead, or the, 
disturbance of a funeral procession. The 
position which the desperately wounded 
President holds by virtue of his office, bis 
lofty persohal character, the great services 
he has rendered his country on the battle 
fieki and in civil office, and the deplorable 
condition in which he is now,lying should 
appeal t@the sensibilities of every one and 
should inspire a stile respect in these 
solemn hours, It is not à time for empty 
silliness, for noisy display, for buncombe or 
for spread-cagieism, and any person found 
engaged in such disgusting business should 
be hissed or driven oft by the police. The 
cloud of grief too heavily, the 
public and private sorrow is 400 
poignant, responsibilities of the 
future are tremendous, to admit 


.of any such disrespectful display. It would 


argue a careless indiff@rence to the fate of 
our great and good President to allow it 
without the strongest and severest protest. 
Itis a day when those who ¢an pray should 
pray more fervently than ever before; when 
those who can hope should hope that this 
dark cloud may be lifted; when those who 
can think should think seriously as to the 
future. It is not a time for levity and silly 
displays of mock patriotism, but for the 
silent and decorous manifestations of grief, 
the seemly and manly signs of respect, and 
if we can hope, for hope that the Almighty 
God may safely carry the President through 
this terrible crisis, and restore him to the 
country in his full health and strength. 


' THE MOTIVE FOR THE MURDER. 

The assasination of. President Garfiela 
yesterday has naturally shocked the Na- 
tional mind, and for the time overwhelmed 
the hearts of the entire people. While we 
write, Gen. Garfields condition is 80 
critical that the murderous assault may 
end at any moment with the death of the 
victim. Assasination is to the American 
mind the mo® repulsive of all crimes. It is 
the coward’s crime, or the act of a madman 
80 yc Hh of reason as ta be irresponsible 
for acts. 5 

It has rarely been the fortune of any man 
to be electéd to the Presidency and enter 
upon the duties of tlie office under such 
favorabie circumstances as Gen. Garfield. 
Elected by a decided majority, elected under 
circumstances that left no room for cavil, 
or question, or contest, the American 
people of all shades of opinion rejoiced 
in the great intellectual ability, ripe expert- 
ence brought by the soldier, scholar, 
and statesman to the Presidency of the Re- 
public. He was purely American in his life 
He was eted as a brilliant 
illustration of American institutions; as a 
man who, by his own ability, his own in- 
dustry, his own purity of life, had risen from 
poverty and obscurity té be the chosen ruler 
of a Nation of free and intelligent people. 
Every man felt personally proud of his Presi- 
dent, and around him gathered all his coun- 
trymen with earnest hopes and cheering 
words that he might prove successful in the 
high office to which he had been elected. 

To his aid he had called a Cabinet of able 
and experienced statesmen, and during the 
four brief months of his Administration he 
had won the confidence of the great mass of 
the American people. Unlike many of 
his predecessors, he had inherited no 
enmities. He was not followed into 
office by anything in his past life that 
inspired hatred or suggested revenge. 
His whole life had been so pure, and 
so brave, and so truthful that he and his 
countrymen might meet face to face and call 
each other friends. He wronged no man, 
but ‘administered his great duties with the 
candor and fearlesness of & man conscious of 
his own rectitude, and depending on that for 
the certain approval of the country.

He was the 
animating spirit Wr his Administration; one 
as capable to give advice as to take it; not 
blind, st@pborn, or willful, but cautious, 
thoughtful, moderate, conscientious, and 
firm. 

The embarrassments which President Gar- 
field had to suffer on account of officeseek- 
ers and the disgraceful scramble for spoils 
were not of his séeking, yet he did not 
shrink from them. He met them and 
disposed of them to the best of his 
ability, according to his convictions 
of right. His superb health enabled 
him to resist a pressure under which a weaker 
man would have succumbed, yet he was, 
. when the assasin overtook him, on his way 
to the ocean-breezes for health and rest which 
he so sadly needed. If his death shall em- 
phasize the enormitiés of the disgraceful sys- 
tem which permits the Chief Magistrate of a 
great Nation to be bounded and uted 
to his grave by beggars, dead-beats, mad- 
men, and scoundrels of erery hue and shape, 
he will not die in vain. 

The four months of the Administration of 
President Garfield were but a fragment of 
what promised to ‘be an epoch memorable in 
American history. Saturday there could 
have been few who did not recognize in the 
President the elements of greatness and pre- 
dict for him a long and illustrious career. 
His fame will endure. Even though the as- 
sasin’s bullet may have cut short a life full of 
usefulness andpromise to the country, his 
name will be fondly cherished by his fellow- 
citizens and his countrymen as that of one who 
was a type of the highest manhood that this 
Republic has produced.

Vice-President Arthur may become Presi- 
dent, under the Constitution, through the as- 
sasination of Gen. Garfield, and thus illustrate 
again how much the importance of the Vice- 
Presidency, even. in the sense of a possi- 
bility, is underrated by political parties and 
dy the people generally.

If anything could add to the universal 
grief of the American people over the at- 
tempted assasination of President Garfield, 
the anticipation of three and a half weary 
years’ government under Mr. Arthur, and 
all which that im plies, will be by the American 
people generally accepted as a pending Na- 
tional calamity of the utmost magnitude. 
Last year the people of the United States 
elected Gen: Garfield President; Arthur was 
never voted for nor regarded with reference 
to his becoming President, and the country 
will now learn et his probable succession to 
the office with a shudder ot apprehension. 

If Gen. Garfield dies the Vice-President 
will enter upon his high duties with two 
distinct, broad, but widely divergent paths 
before him, and his own personal success as 
the National Executive will be determined 
by the choice he shall make.

The Sangerfest is over. Financially it has 
been reasonably successful; musically it has 
reached a higher standard than any of its 
predecessors.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 3.—The Republican 
says: The assasination of President Gar- 
field is paradoxical. That the eruel spirit of 
murder should have been aroused against 
him in the breast of even one individual 
of a nation which seems to sorrow as one 
man for his violent death is one 
of the mysteries of our National history. 
Among all the public men of America who 
had attained to eminence, not one moves be- 
fore the people whose manners, life, and 
character have so little in them te arouse 
the fierce passions of an  assasin.

STANTON’S LILAC COAT.

The War Secretary’s Wrath at the

During the winter of 1867 a New York art- 
ist who had executed a fine painting repre- 
senting the death of President Lincoln 
brought it to Washington and placed it in 
one of the committee rooms of the Capitol, 
his object being to obtain life sittings from 
some of the parties whose portraits were in- 
cluded in the group surrounding the death- 
bed of the dying President, the portraits 
having been painted from photographs. 
One of the most conspicuous por 
traits in the group was that of 
Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary of War, 
who was represented as standing a tew feet 
from the head of the bed, toward which his 
head was turned, a full profile view of his 
face being visible. His left arm was thrown 
behind him, and in his hand he held a paper 
supposed to be a telegram. . Strange as it 
may seem, the artist had represented him in 
ns of a fashion- 
able cut, and as much unlike the lousely- 
fits garments of dark cloth, which he 
usually wore, asit would seem possible to 
make them. So confident were those who 
saw the picture that Mr. Stanton would be 
very angry when he saw himself portrayed 
in such a ridiculous costume that the artist 
was urged to repaint it before he 
should visit the room, but this ad- 
vice was unheeded. Mr. Stanton finally 
called at the room to give the artist the de- 
sired sitting. Taking a seat in a large arm- 
chair, he looked earnestly at the picture, 
which was then rapidly approaching comple- 
tion. For a moment deep silence which 
rvaded the room was painfully significant. 
t Was finally broken by Mr. Stanton, who 
uttered a most emphatic and indignant pro- 
test against being represented in a f on- 
able and fancy costume, 80 totally different 
from that in which he was usually attired. 
And whoever heard,” said he, of a Cabi- 


trul 

held undisputed monopoly of the situation, 
for no one present had the temerity to inter- 
rupt him. ‘The artist seemed paralyzed with 
astonishment, not unmingled with fear, and 
leaned inst marble mantel for sup- 
port. His left hand grasped his pallet and 
brushes, and his arm hung powerless by his 
side, while his face was of an ashy paleness. 

After Mr. Stanton had given full expression 
to his feelings, and his anger Had, conse-

remained silent for several minutes. og A 
turning to the artist, he said: That, sir, 
your painting, and you can. do whatever you 
please with it; but 1 will never indorse its

Its Export te Great Britain—Obstacles 
to Grewth of the Trade. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

WasHuinetor, D. G., June 30,—The con- 
sumption of malt liquers in Great Britain is 
very large, and, owing to the cheap malt and 
hops in the United States, our export trade 
in beer is increasing. Consul Jones, at New- 
castle, sends to the State Department a paper 
on American beer in Great Britain, which 
contains some useful paints for the brewers 
in this country. He says that he believes 
that, although labot is more costly in the 
United States, American beer: can undoubt- 
edly be produced cheaper than British 
beer, for the reason that malt and 
hops are cheaper in Chicago than 
they are at Burton-upon-Trent, and because 
the tax upon real property in Great Britain 
is very much heavier than in the United 
States. Thetwo elements which operate to 
check the increasein the export from the 
United States to Great Britain are: First, 
the cost of bottles. The American-made 
bottles cannot be used in England. as they 
are not suited to the taste of the country in 
form, size, or color; and the consumer there 
is made to pay the cost of the bottle. This is 
a disadvantage, as the British beer is bought 
less the price of the bottle. The remedy for 
this, Mr. Jones suggests is, that American 
bre wers should for their export trade adopt 
bottles identical with those in use in the 
Kingdom, that

Mr. Cyrus W. Field was so busy in con- 
sequence of his engagement to entertain 
President Garfield last night at his country 
heme, Ardsley, at Irwingtoh-on-the-Hudson, 
and in receiving and replying to dispatches 
relating to the shooting of the President, that 
he said he could not be interviewed. In 
giving his opinion on the dreadful event he 
said hastily that he feared it might throw 
everything politically into chaos, seeing that 
at this time we were without a temporary 
President of the Senate or a Speaker of 
the House of Representatives.

Arthur raised to the Presidency, there was 
in fact no Vice-President, and if Gen. Arthur 
too should die we should be without any 
Executive authority whatever.

WEED OUT AND REORGANIZE. 

There bas been a great deal of quiet talk 
of late. about reorganizing some of the 
Chicago commands, but there has been so 
much resistance to every advance of this 
kind from interested officers that sufficient 
nerve has not been commanded to face the 
tempest. There are too many troopsin the 
Illinois National Guard for the amount of 
money appropriated by the State for their 
support, and many officers and men believe 

at the time has fairly come when the quota 

sould be decreased. The Adjutant-General 
has for some time refused to allow any new 
companies to organize, and where reorgan- 
ization of old commands has become neces- 
sary in some cases he has disbanded them in- 
is hardly fair, however, to 
put all the eountry organizations out 
of the service, for in a 
State — matiy mining towns the 
resence of troops scattered about at easy 
tervals has become almost an imperative 
necessity to maintain order among the un- 
ruly masses, That Chicago has more troops 
than is needed is very apparent to the intelli- 
gent observer. If there were not so many 
clamor for recognition and demanding 
support for themselves from the citizens, 
th commands which were in existence 
would fare a great deal better than te) do 
now. With one or two less regiments in the 
State. the appropriations would support the 
remainder in a fairly creditable manner. A 
number of business men in the city have ex- 
ressed their belief that the country would 
rfectly safe with not more than one 
regiment of infantry, the battery, and 
troop of cavalry; but these troops 
they, would like to see reorganized and 
placed in command of thoroughly competent 
military men, who will be a pride to their 
soldiers and make their commands the pride 
of the city and State. Ihe work of consol- 
idation must necessarily disappoint some of- 
ficers, but it is better that this should be done 
than that the entire service should suffer the 
unnoyance of being continually on the verge 
of disbandment... Tar TRIBUNE years ago 
predicted the result of issuing licences to 
organize military battallions promiscuously, 
and has continued to oppose a surplus ever 
since. It would have been far easier to have 
prevented organization in the first place than 
to disband or consolidate now. Where the 
honors are divided among so many,each one 
gets but a small portion at best, and ‘fil togeth- 
er get a great deal less than would one crack 
regiment, commanded by an able officer, 
who would surround his headquarters 
with a competent and popular ste One 
ood regiment is all that WIII probably ever 
Ss required in Chicago, at least for years to 
come, and if more troops were needed to 
suppress an unusually malignant riot, the 
city could be tlooded with troops from sur- 
8 towus in from two to ten hours. 
But itis hardly probable that any consolida- 
tion will take place at present, owing to cer- 
tain reasons, and all the commands will 
doubtless continue to live and suffer, al- 
though this is a little rough on the line offi- 
@rs, many of whom are competent, Hard- 
working men, and too good soldiers to ex- 
press the dissatisfaction they feel with their 
superiors, and too much attached to the 
companies, which have cost mem so much 
time and labor to build Id up, to resign.
